TALK ON ART FOLLOWS 



Mrs. James Taylor, of Pittsburgh, 
addressed the members of the 
Woman's Community Club of Nar- 
berth at the meeting in Elm Hall on 
Tuesday afternoon. Her subject was 
the work- for the Blind. Charts and 
books of the embossed lettering for 
blind readers were exhibited and she 
gave an enlightening explanation and 
history of the two methods, Moon and 

Braille. 

The Moon Method is the earlier and 
simpler type and was devised by Dr. 
Moon, who was blind. The newer and 
more complex method was devised by 
Louis Braille, a Frenchman, who be- 
came blind at the age of twelve. By 
this method it has become possible 
for blind people to read music. This 
method has been taken up by the Red 
Cross and is now being taught to 
those who can see so that they may 
help the blind. Mrs. Taylor closed her 
talk with a plea for every member to 
become a patron of blind skill. 

The second speaker of the day was 
Miss Constance Cochrane, of Phila- 
delphia, whose topic was "The Enjoy-

Some time ago the Borough au- 
thorities experienced an increasing 
number of complaints from citizens 
who had been unable to get the Bor- 
ough office on the telephone or, when 
going there for permits or to transact 
other business, to find anyone in the 
offices. In order to overcome that 
difficulty, arrangements were put into 
effect whereby George B. Suplee, Su- 
perintendent of Public Works, was as- 
signed definite office hours, morning 
and afternoon every day in the week. 

That system has now been in effect 
for two years and, while it has satis- 
factorily accomplished the objects 
which caused it to be adopted, it has 
been found that Mr. Suplee has fre- 
quently been unable to give the super- 
visory personal attention to much of 
the outside work which occasionally 
has seemed to suffer thereby. In ef- 
fect, it is now recognized that it is 
too expensive and undesirable to com- 
pel the Bojough Superintendent to 
remain in an office, awaiting possible 
demands there, while outside work, for 
which he is officially responsible, is 
proceeding without his personal super- 
vision.

Property Owners Oppose 

Projected Sanitarium 

Opposition of Wynnewood property 
owners to a proposed sanitarium for 
mental and nervous diseases in the sec- 
tion was maintained at a high level 
at a meeting on Tuesday night at the 
Montgomery School. Over twenty- 
five residents were present. 

The group seeking to erect the sani- 
tarium at Hagsyford and Old Gulph 
Roads, Wynnewood, is known as 
Wynnewood Lodge, Inc. Since this 
is a residential district, exception to 
the zoning ordinance of the Township 
must be granted by the Board of Ad- 
justment. A public hearing on the 
case was held Thursday night at the 
Township Building, Ardmore, just as 
this paper was going to press. All 
of the property owners who feel that 
such a sanitarium in their neighbor- 
hood would not help property values 
and would be objectionable in many 
others ways were planning to attend 
the hearing and make sure that the 
Board of Adjustment understood how 
they felt in the matter. 

The property on which it is pro- 
posed to erect the sanitarium is adja- 
cent to the Montgomery School, and 
adjoins a tract owned by the Lower 
Merion School Board.

When the library received an appro- 
priation from the Borough Council 
last year it had reached one of its 
goals, the change from amateur to 
professional status. That involved, 
too, a quantitative change, forty-two 
hours of service instead of sixteen each 
week, and because evenings and Sat- 
urdays accounted for most of the addi- 
tional time, many people can now use 
the library who had previously been 
unable to do so. That they have 
availed themselves of the opportunity, 
statistics of circulation and registra- 
tion previously published, make abund- 
antly clear. Since greater use of the 
library makes more work, not only at 
the desk, but in all departments, it has 
been necessary to progressively in- 
crease the amount and quality of as- 
sistance to the librarian. This added 
expense created a real problem, which 
has happily been solved by the new 
appropriation from Council of $2500 
for 1930 in place of $2000 in 1929. For 
this the library is most grateful. 

Miss Mary 1!. Church, who has 
served the library so well for the past 
year, has been reappointed for 1930. 
The appointment of Miss Clara Fol- 
lette as full-time assistant, has already 
been announced. 

The solution of the salary question 
does not end the problems of the 
library. To buy desirable current 
books, to rebind old favorites, to furn- 
ish magazines, supplies and "sundries" 
means careful husbanding of all avail- 
able income. The library should add 
to its reference collection, it might 
well increase its magazine list, further 
duplication may prove desirable. There 
are still goals ahead.

esty. Temperance moderates all our 
activities. Honesty leads us to give 
every man what is his, and what we 
owe him. They are two different vir- 
tues. A man may be intemperate in 
one respect; while in another respect 
he is thoroughly honest. He may, on 
the other hand, be at once temperate 
and dishonest. Evidence of this is 
in the experience of all of us. We 
must not confuse ideas by bad think- 
ing through heated argument. Be- 
sides, shall we measure all things in 
terms of money? There is intemper- 
ance in an overweening desire for 
money, as there is in an overweening 
desire for alcoholic drink. To make 
money the end of our life is intemper- 
ance, for money is only incidental 
and is a means to the further aim of 
comfortable, moral, noble living. We 
must preserve moderation even in 



earning money. Temperance alone 
will preserve the balance of our char- 
acter. And did it ever occur to you 
that there is a great intemperance in 
total abstinence?" 

"Will you want the engineer of 
your train to drink alcoholic liquors 
when they return?" asks the clergy- 
man. 

"Again, we have to deal with the 
question of moderation, and what is 
moderate depends on time, place and 
the other circumstances. I would not 
want the engineer of my train to be, 
in any degree, under the influence of 
alcohol while he is driving the train. 
When he gets home, tired and nerve- 
strung, the same opinion might not 
hold. There is a time and place for 
things and actions. That is why I 
do not want the minister of my 
church to usurp with talk of politics 
the pulpit that is loaned to him to 
preach 'Jesus Christ and Him cruci- 
fied'." 

"Ah, then," rejoins the clergyman, 
"you want this liquor for the men 
whom you meet driving cars on the 
public highway." 

"Again, we have to deal with mod- 
eration. We repeat, there is a time 
and place for things and actions. 
Future possible conditions may not 
be urged as valid premises in a logi- 
cal argument. We must be moderate 
in our ai - guments, as we should be 
in the rest of our life. To make a 
future possible contingency the basis 
for a certain conclusion is immod- 
erate. While we discountenance im- 
moderation in drinking, we must also 
discountenance immoderation in de- 
duction. A dog may bite; many dogs 
do bite, but I may not for this rea- 
son have government agents go about 
shooting any dog they see on the 
streets, or, much less, shoot me in my 
own home when I defend my right to 
the life of my dog. The same moder- 
ation that rules in the statutes that 
deal with dogs must with moral 
equality rule in the statutes that deal 
with drink. Wait until the dog bites, 
or shows signs of a condition that 
may lead him to bite. Wait until 
drink is seen driving cars, or about 
to drive them. Then, and only then, 
act in both cases, when the facts war- 
rant actions. The drunken driver is 
the menace, not the master, of the 
situation." 

"Well, then," asked the clergyman, 
"who is to drink this liquor that is 
coming back to America?" 

And the level-headed, clear-think- 
ing, moderate and kindly business 
man replies: "They shall drink whose

slow heart-power needs the stimulus 
that age denies. They shall drink 
who know when and how to . drink. 
They shall drink who shall not let 
drink interfere with the duties of 
their state of life. They shall drink 
who use moderation in drinking. 
They shall drink who preserve them- 
selves in the sweet love of God, as 
Christ drank, and Paul drank, and 
preserved themselves in an all-em- 
bracing love of the Father. Nothing 
put here by God is harmful if used 
in moderation. Abuse is always the 
sinful thing, and there is delirium in 
denial as well as in drink. 

"We in America must remember 
that mutual forebearance and love 
are above all other natural things. 
Kindness is above all; patience is 
above all; charity is above all. For 
charity is patient, is kind. 

"Charity dealeth not perversely 
(with its brothers). 

"Charity is not puffed up (in con- 
ceit at its own virtue). 

"Charity is not ambitious *(to over- 
come the good will of its brethren). 

"Charity seeketh not her own (in- 
temperate will). 

"Charity is not provoked to anger 
(when its judgments are challenged, 
when its own wishes are not fol- 
lowed). 

"Charity thinketh no evil (by at- 
tributing such weakness in others to 
restrain themselves as it feels in it- 
self). 

"Charity rejoiceth not in iniquity 
(when it selfishly rejoices in a 
brother's murder to gain its own 
ends). 

"Charity rejoiceth in the truth (no 
matter if the truth does oppose its 
own opinion). 

"Charity beareth all things (even 
the weakness, the malice, the error of 
others). 

"Charity hopeth all things (even 
that God's grace shall recall the sin- 
ners of intemperance to a temperate 
life). 

"Charity endureth all things (even 
though the disgusting habits of others 
grate upon its own delicacy of feel- 
ing). 

"Charity never falleth away (for 
no matter what attacks be made upon 
it, it still looks with love on the at- 
tacker). 

"Now there remain Faith, Hope and 
Charity, and the greatest of these is 
Charity." 

"Thank you," said the clergyman,

I have to agree 
that the experiment cannot be a noble 
one if the same gracious charity is 
not accepted as its guiding star, and, 
after hearing you speak, it must be 
confessed there is precious little evi- 
dence of its presence on the premises. 
Maybe, in this year of grace, we can 
take our brother to our heart more 
than has been the case during the 
past ten years, and I for one will 
try to do that very thing."

Difficulties of play choosing; 
"Even in Egypt"; Win. Gillette's 
farewell to the stage; a note on 
"Porgy." 

Says the Main Line Repertory Thea- 
tre: 

"We shall very soon turn to choos 
ing a repertory for next season. In 
fact wc shall call on a few of our sub- 
urban dramaturgists to do the choos- 
ing, yet we must give them some basis 
to work on, and what could be better 
than a consensus of our patrons' 
tastes. After all, it is the audience 
which must be pleased and no matter 
how well a play is presented, it can- 
not be called a success unless it re- 
ceives the enthusiasm of the playgoer. 
"Play choosing is not the easiest 
thing in the world. One must ever 
keep in mind two factors in the adapta- 
bility of a plav: the staging and the 
audience. The staging is most im- 
portant. What will be the cost of 
production? What difficulties in cast- 
ing, how many characters and what 
sort of characters will there be? 

"From the audience standpoint, how 
will it be received? Is it above the 
audience or below? Is it too subtle or 
too outspoken? Is it too long? If it 
is an emotional play, will it bring tears 
or horse laughs? 

"The obstacles of play choosing are 
in one word, limitation. How often we 
have heard people say: T really wish 
you would consider "So and So," it's 
an awfully nice play and I'm sure it 
would make a hit.' Maybe so! But 
nine times out of ten the play will be 
deleted for one of the above reasons. 
"Our repertory this year was a good 
start in play choosing. It was chosen 
among ourselves, unfortunately, and is 
limited because a few of the 'awfully 
nice' plays were included for senti- 
ment's sake. Next season we want it 
perfect. So you, the audience, give us 
a foundation. Write Cunningham's 
Barn, Rosemont, and give us some idea 
of the tvpe of play you would like to 
see us produce next year."

Highway Committee Gives 
Annual Report of Work 

Tlic annual report of the Highwaj 
Committee and the report for Decern 
ber as submitted by Chairman Roberl 
F. Wood, follows: 

"During the calendar year 1929 wc 
spent $7407.89 to collect 7732 cubic 
yards of ashes and rubbish, $3010.32 
was spent on street cleaning; $77.22 
was spent on sewer maintenance: 
$1239.02 was spent tor labor on street 
maintenance and $2983.20 was spent foi 
street maintenance materials; $130 was 
spent for clearing away snow; $2314.08 
was spent for labor and $15,911.33 was 
spent for material in rebuilding Wynne- 
wood Avenue. These arc the principal 
items of expenditure of the Highwaj 
and Sewer Department for the past 
year. 

"During the year 1929, thirty-two 
permits were issued for opening tin 
public highways, yielding a total oi 
$1018.50. In addition, twenty-four per- 
mits were issued for depositing mate- 
rial on the public highways, yielding 
a total of $57. 

"During the month of December tht 
work of reducing the crown on tht 
street at the intersection of Essex 
Dudley and Wynnedalc Avenues wat 
completed and revealed a total lahoi 
cost of $92.66 and a total materials ex 
pense of $187.90, making a total cost 
of $280.56. The estimate and the ap 
propriation for this work was $250 
Delays caused by unexpected cold 
weather, snow and ice were the prin- 
cipal reasons why wc exceeded this 
estimate by $30.56. 

"During December we collected 107i 
cubic yards of ashes and rubbish at o 
total cost of $1016.42. During tin 
same month we spent $26.82 for street 
maintenance; $56.62 for street cleaning 
and $14.50 for clearing away snow 
The total expenditures of this De
